Now if this is not right 
please tell me how, as this is my first 
baby to be fed on the bottle.” 


REPLY. 
You are overfeeding your baby. The in- 
terval should not be less than three hours 
during the day and four hours at night. In 
one month from now you should go to a four 
hour interval. Five ounces at a feeding is 
too much for a baby 6 weeks old. The rule 
is to give as many ounces as the baby is 
months old pius one ounce. According to 
this rule your baby should take half as 
much at a feeding as is now given. Your 
mixture is not quite strong enough and is 
wrong in other particulars. The lime water 
is not necessary. Omit it. Add sugar to the 
milk. Smith recommends: Cream, 6 ounces; 
skimmed milk, 6 ounces; boiled water, 20 
ounces; sugar of milk, 4 level teaspoonfuls. 
Since your baby is constipated, malt sugar is 
better for him than milk sugar. Each month 
add two ounces of skimmed milk and sub- 
tract two ounces of boiled water. Some one 
should have persuaded you not to wean your 
baby. 


FIGHTING NAMELESS BUGS. 

Mrs. L. L. M. writes: “I want very 
much to give my testimony to the value 
of gasoline in ridding a place of the pest 
mentioned in a recent issue of your col- 
umn. There need be no burning of sul- 
phur or fumigation in boxes or other 
troublesome effort. Just procure a full 
gallon of gasoline and an dil filler hold- 
ing not less than a cupful and having a 
long spout. Take these to the infested 
room, close the doors to make sure that 
no one shall enter with lighted pipe or 
cigar, and open the windows avoiding 
discomfort of the fumes. Carefully 
search every crack in the bedstead and 
fill each one with gasoline. You need

In the rest of them 
the personne! of the convention delega- | 
tion wil! he determined largely by the 
efforts of the Republican or Democratic 
organizations. That means that in the 
normally Republican districts the Re-: 
publican nominees, as a rule, will be: 
elected and in the Democratic districts 
the Democratic candidates will land as 
winners. 

The Republicans usually elect a Re- 
publican senator and two Republican 
representatives in each of these dis- 
tricts: First, Third, Fifth, Sixth, Sev- 
enth, Eleventh, Thirteenth, Twenty- 
third, Twenty-fifth, and Thirty-first, 
while the Democrats usually are in con- 
trol in the Second, Fourth, Ninth, Fif- 
teenth, Seventeenth, Nineteenth, Twen- 
ty-first, Twenty-seventh, and Twenty- 
ninth. . 

Summary of Conditions.

BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
Sage, one gf the oldest and most 
commonly. used of all the herbs, is, 
as a rule, neglected at harvest time. 
It is usually grown along the border 
of the garden where little attention is 
given it. 

One plant will usually produce all 
the sage required for the average fam- 
ily if it is properly cared fot and: gath- 
ered, Some use the cuttings of the

A strike of the coal miners over the 
greater part of the country is regarded 
as bearish from a speculative standpoint. 
Traders say much depends on its dura- 
tion. Most traders were inclined to sel! 
corn on it yesterday, and expressed sur- 
prise at the strength shown in the mar- 
ket, with the small net advance at the 
last. This caused a few to regard the 
market as in a position to do better, 
While others asserted at the last that a 
break might come today. Absorption of 
corn by western houses continues a fac- 
tor in the market, especially on weak 
spots. December corn is tightening and 
gains friends on the ot pam position. 


Operation of the. grain elevators at Chi- 
cago and at most of the leading primary 
markets, especially at Chicago, is not to 
be interfered with by the strike of coal 
miners unless it should last all winter. 
A canvass of the elevator interests shows 
that they have two to three months’ sup- 
plies on hand. A long strike might af- 
fect the industries, as their consumption 
of cual is so immense that they would 
hardly have sufficient storage room to 
hold enough to last many months.
